‘Leinbach and Henry Bibighaus, the former deliver- 


ing a very appropriate sermon from Ephes. 4, 1—6 ; 
and the latter addressing the audience on the exalted 
riature and design of this Feast of Love. In the 
evening of the same day the candidates for the gos- 
pel ministry, Messrs. W. T. Gerhard and C.F. Win- 
ter, addressed an attentive audience, from John 14, 
21.—and Phillp. 2, 5. The following morning, be- 
ing appointed as the time to celebrate the Lord’s Sup- 
per, the brethren of the ministry together with their 
deputies, and a numerous concourse of people re- 


* paired to the House of God. The solemnities of the 


occasion were introduced by the Rev. J. 8. Dubbs, 
President of the Synod, who delivered an energetic 
pastoral sermon from John 15, 5. after which, the 
emblems of the broken Body and shed blood of the 
dear Redeemer, as the bread and water of life to all 
true believers, were dispensed to the Ministers of 
the Gospel and other communicating members, in a 
manner caleulated to make a lasting impression for 
good, upon all present. Sabbath afternoon, the Rev. 
John C. Guldin delivered a sermon from Phil. 2, 30. 
and in the evening of the same day, the congregation 
was again addressed by the Rev. F. B. Von der 
Sloot, from Ps. 37, 7. and by the Rev. J. Davis, in 
the English language, from Matth. 27, 39. In this 
manner, were the solemnities of a day concluded, 
never to be forgotten by the persons who enjoyed a

During these solemnities, 
connected with the imposition of hands, many of the 
assembly gave vent to the deep feelings of their 
hearts by streams of tears, as the brethrea of the min-

7. It shall be the duty of this committee to exam- 
ine such ministers of the gospel as may make applica 
tion ; and if satisfied with their qualifications, furnish 
them with credentials of their regular appointment as 
missionaries, and send them into such departments of 
the vineyard of the Lord, as they may deem most

labours monthly, to the president of thissociety.

ings of this synod: which is as follows—‘In com- 
pliance with a standing resolution of this reverend 

ody. I transmit herewith a written report of my la- 
bours.in the vineyard of the Lord, during the past 
year, ending the Ist of September, 1835. After my 
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seturn home from the synod in Allentown, in Sep- 
tember, 1834,I proceeded to Perry county, for the - 
purpose of holding a protracted meeting in a vacant 
congregation in the neighbourhood of Ickesburg, hav- 
ing obtained for the purpose the aid of the Rev. Geo. 
Duffield of Carlisle, and Rey. J. Sellers, here present. 
The meeting commenced on Thursday, and continued 
until Sabbath evening following, with increasing in- 
terest. Sabbath, being the time appointed for the ad- 
- ministration of the Lord’s Supper, there were 33 
members added unto this Church, as the fruits of a 
revival of religion, brought about through my feeble 
instrumentality and labours during the preceding 
summer. These individuals, together with many 
others in this congregation and neighbourhood, have 
since proved by their consistent walk and conversa- 
‘tion, that they have hopefully passed from death unto 
life, insomuch, that there appears to have been a great 
reformation effected by means thereof for miles 
aroundthe church in which this meeting was held. 

In the month of November following, I visited 
Middletown, Dauphin county, where I was solicited 
to spend the sabbath, and to aid the Rey. Peter 
Sahm, pastor of the Lutheran church, in the services 
connected with the administration of the Lord’s Sup- 
per, on which occasion I preached three times; aided 
said brother, in the distribution of the emblems of the 
dying love of Jesus, to a large number of deeply af- 
fected communicants, and had the pleasure of learn- 
ing during my stay in that place, that the congrega- 


tion became roused to a sense of the preciousness of ~ 


having the Word of God preached to them every 
sabbath, instead of once a month; and were induced 
at once to increase their contributions more than 
double, and requested their pastor to relinquish the 
charge of four er five other congregations, for the 
purpose of affording the inhabitants of Middletown 
and vicinity, an opportunity of attending the public 
services of the sanctuary every sabbath. - 7 
About this time I also entered upon the discharge 
of the duties of Agent of the American Bible Socie- 


at. 
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ty, and the American Sunday School Union, for the. 
State of Pennsylvania ; and as such visited, during 
the six months for which I was appointed, ten coun- 
ties of the state, and preached often ten times a week, 
- on the subject of my agencies, and succeeded in estab- 
lishing, and resuscitating about 20 Sabbath Schools—. 
and disposed of about $300 00 worth Sabbath School 
books, and used every effort to further the interests” 
of the Sabbath schools generally. 

In the cause of the American Bible Society I have 
also laboured, from last November to the present 
time ; during which period I have visited 16 coun-- 
ties, and preached yery frequently, and succeeded in 
organizing 15 Auxiliary Bible Societies, which 
promise the distribution of many thousands of copies 
of the sacred scriptures, and to aid the cause of the 
Bible both in this end foreign lands. | 

I also attended several protracted meetings; and in 
labouring on these occasions with brethren of differ- 
ent evangelical denominations, had my soul often re- 
freshed, in beholding the Word of God having free 
course, running and being glorified, in the hopeful 
conviction and conversion of many precious souls, 
and turning them from darkness unto light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God. ; 

In the month of May last, I attended the anniver- 
saries of different national Benevolent Societies in. 
New York, such as the American Bible Society—the 
Home Missionary Society—American Tract Society 
—the American Board of Missions for Foreign Mis-. 
sions, &c., 12 in number ; and was rejoiced to learn 
from their annual reports, that they have received 
within the year past, ending in May 1835, upwards 
of $500,000, for the extension of the Kingdom of the 
“dear Redeemer in this and foreign lands ; and in jus-. 
tice to my own feelings I must say, that those anni-_ 
versaries afforded me one of the most perfect feasts of 
reason and flows of soul that I ever participated of ;_ 
and I most seriously advise each member of this Rey-. 
erend Body, ~ can possibly make it conyenient, |

to spend the second week in next May, in N, York, 
in attending those anniversaries ; inasmuch as the . 
brethren in the city, make a general provision for the 
entertainment of the brethren from a distance, who 
may visit the city on those oceasions. 

In conclusion, I would only remark further that, I 
have presented a very concise report of my labours 
in the past year, as 1am well aware that were I to 
enter into details on this subject as entered in my di- 
ary, it would swell my report beyond the limits 
usually allotted for communications of this nature, in 
the proceedings of our Synod —All of which is re- 
spectfully submitted by your sincere brother in 
Christ, JOHN S. EBAUGH.
